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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Unity of Invention is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. Tiiis application 
contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so linked as to 
form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. Therefore, in accordance 
with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single 
invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-4, drawn to the article. 
Group II, claim(s) 5-7, drawn to the method. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group II lacks the 
melt viscosity and a block deformation amount contained within a polygonal region 
surrounded by a straight line A:x=1 .0X10^ (melt viscosity of 1.0 X 10^ poise), a straight 
line B:x =2.5 X 1 0^° (melt viscosity of 2.5 X 1 0^° poise), a straight line CI : y -7.0 (block 
deformation amount of 7.0%), a straight line D1 : y=0 (block deformation amount of 0%), 
and a straight line El: y =-8.7Logio(x)+91 in a graph with an x-axis being a common 
logarithm of the melt viscosity (poise) at 380°C of polytetrafluoroethylene and a y axis 
being the block deformation amount(%) which is a weight loss until a stable film or sheet 
can be cut form the molded article.
